Franz Beckenbauer’s greatest pleasures these days are 
his walks through busy New York on his way to the opera, 
the museums, concerts, plays or perhaps a restaurant. He 
doesn’t mind at all having to thread his way through the 
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concrete jungle to get to Central Park. 


At 34, the ‘Kaiser’ is experiencing the feel- 
ing of anonymity. He can stroll in the busy 
city streets and not be recognised. 

“This would be impossible in Mu- 
nich,” he says, remembering the times 
when his private life was front page 
news in West Germany. 


Being able to escape the eternal pressures of life 
in Munich was one of the main reasons Becken- 
bauer joined the New York Cosmos. Sure, the 
glamour and the money were enticing, but he had 
to make the break. 

*'There are too many papers and magazines 
in West Germany,” he complained. Some 
would just cover soccer every day, and every 
day they would cover me. Most of these 
papers were dirty. | would go to a restaurant 
and be seated next to a pretty woman, The 
next day the papers would say | was having 
an affair with this woman. 

“Right or wrong they would print it. I'd be fol- 
lowed into my hotel and even into my bathroom. | 
never had any peace,” - 

At one time in West Germany, the papers 
denounced Beckenbauer as a deviate, charged him 
with adultery, tax evasion and the downfall of 
slumping Bayern Munich. 

When he quit the national team, he was bran- 
ded a traitor to his country. 

“| don't like to remember the 1974 World Cup,” 
said Franz, “Our training camp was like a prison, 
with barbed wire, dogs, police and roadblocks. 
There were threats on my life. The players waren't 
allowed to see their wives and family for four 
weeks, 

“I was starting to think, ‘Is it all worth it?’ 

And so Beckenbauer decided to quit West 
German soccer in 1977. A $A3.8 million deal 
took him to New York. Beckenbauer's cut 
was $A1,000,000. 

But the real deal as far as Franz was concemed, 
didn't involve money. He was trading his career at 
the pinnacle of world soccer for a jaunt in the 
NASL. In return he won a big bonus: a peaceful 
private life. 

However, it took time to adjust to the com- 
paritive insanity of American soccer. Beckenbauer 
didn't realise how hard it would be. 

His first game for the Cosmos was in Florida, 
against the Tampa Bay Rowdies. The Cosmos flew 
down from New York in a jet half-filled with journa- 
lists and cameramen, all focusing on the ‘Kaiser’. 

Many of the reporters were covering the event 
for West German newspapers and television. They 
continued to hound Beckenbauer but after a month

of two, the novelty wore off, Franz was no longer a 
‘possession’ of the West German public. 

He recalis: “Envy is very pronounced In 
West Germany. Success is hard to earn and 
even harder to keep. You have to fight off the 
people trying to bring you down.”” 

Beckenbauer's first game wasa shocker. He was 
under pressure from the outsat because he was the 
new star of the NASL The game was played in 26 
degree heat, and Franz wilted. 

The Tampa Bay team ran riot, winning 4-2. 
Beckenbauver scored a goal, but he walked in a 
daze because of the intense. heat. 

On the bus back to the Cosmos’ hotel, Pele put a 
reassuring hand on Beckenbauer's shoulder. Franz 
just shook his head in disbelief. 

“It's something | will never forget,” said Franz. 
"When | woke up the next morning, | pinched 
myself and asked; ‘Franz, were you dreaming?" 

However, he managed to settle in despite the 
Cosmos having several internal problems. 

‘Nowhere in the world Is there a tearm like 
Cosmos,”’ he said. “In my first three weeks 
with the club, I saw a presiiient fired, a coach 
fired, fights in the locker room, punches on 
the field, and | see Pele cry. Unbelievablie.”’ 

And there were other things Beckenbauer had to 
get usad to. 

“in Europe, we would know all the players of all 


the other teams. We would analyse and lay our | 


plans accordingly. But here, we can do nothing be- 
cause a team may bring in three Portuguese 
players just before the game.” 

Beckenbauer was involved in some conflict 
about his move to midfield. 

The coach at the time, Eddie Firmani, made the 
daring switch, 

“Franz is too valuable a player to waste at 
sweeper,” said Firmani. “His vision, his feel, make 
him the best midfielder in the world. If only he 
wanted to play that position.” 

Franz was diplomatic in his approach to the 
problem. 

"| ike to play midfield, but | like to play styeeper 
better,’ he said shrewdly. “In the midfield, my 
visidn is limited. | touch the ball maybe 30 times a 
game. At sweeper | would have the whole field in 
front of me, and would be in possession about 80 
or 80 times a game,” Beckenbauer hed another 
complaint of Firmani. “He would always go to 
Chinaglia for advice, and Ignore me and other play- 
ers.” 

Beckenbauer played in the midfield but there 
was always a question mark over his desire, to give 
his all in this position,

The second tour was for the ‘World of Soccer’ tournament, which 
involved the Socceroos, Red Star of Belgrade, Celtic of Glasgow and 
Arsenal of London. 


Red Star reached the final of the tournament but went down to Celtic 
at Olympic Park, Melbourne. 

Bogicevic, as a former captain of Yugoslavia and Red Star, will have 
many supporters during the Cosmos tour of Australia. 

He made 503 appearances for Red Star after his debut at the age of 
15 in 1965. 

As captain, he led Red Star to five Yugoslav championships and four 
Yugoslav Cup triumphs. 

Like many of the other Cosmos players, Bogicevic has played in a 
World Cup final tournament. in fact, he was the first player to kick a ball 
in competition in the 1974 World Cup finals in West Germany. 

Yugoslavia opened the championships in °74 against Brazil and it it” 
was Bogicevic who started the match at the kick-off. He regards this 
moment as his biggest thrill in soccer. 

In all, he made 47 appearances for the Yugoslav national team.

Brazil went into 
the 1974 Worid Cup 
finals in West 
Germany as world 
champion, but the 
South Americans 
were to be one of the 
greatest dis- 
appointments of the 
tournament. 


Under coach Mario Zagato, 
Brazil adopted a defensive 
approach in a bid to retain its 
crown, a radical change when 
previous Brazillian national 
teams had been known for an 
almost ‘free-form’ attacking 


style. 

Brazil finished in fourth place 
after losing the third-place play off 
to Poland, the team that surprised 
everyone in the tournament. 

Fourth place would be enough 
to satisfy some countries, but not 
Brazil. The country won outright 
the Jules Rimet Trophy (the origi- 
nal World Cup} after three victor- 
ies — 1958, ‘62 and ‘70. 

The country had produced 
some of the greatest players ever 
seen — Pele, Garrincha, Nilton 
and Djalma Santos and Tostao. 

So 1974 was a failure for Bra- 
zil. However, there were two 
players who stood out in the 
squad of Zagalo. 

The- first was powerful centre 
back Luis Pereira, and the other, 
blond full back Francisco Marinho. 

Marinho played his football the 
Brazilian way. Although he was a 
defender, he was known for his 
brilliant forward play, which is not 
to say his defensive qualities were 
lacking. 

The fact that he was prepared 
to do the unpredictable made him 
one of the players of the tourna- 

ment. The play of Pereira typified 
the new, defensive Brazil. 


But Marinho had all the old flair — 


which made footballers from 
Brazil unique. His dashes up the 
flank, his dribbling and his 
goalscoring ability made him in- 
valuable to his team. 


The fact he had blonde hair, 
and explosive pace made him 
stand out even more. Marinho 
drifted in and out of the Brazillian 
national team after the 1974 
World Cup. He missed the 1978 
World Cup finals, in which Brazil 
finished third. 

However, his reputation was 
great enough for Cosmos to sign 
the player from Fluminense of Rio 
de Janeiro early this year, It was 
Pele who had tied up the deal, 

In 1978 he had scored 26 
goals for Fluminense, and his 
career total is over the 150-mark, 
an incredible achievement for a 
defender. 

Marinho was given a good 
grounding for a professional 
career when he joined Botafogo tn

in 1970, he earned the rare 
honor of captaining a World 
Cup-winning team when 
Brazil won the Mexico 
tournament. But the names 
Pele and Tostao were the 
names to hit the headlines. 


Even when he joined the 
Cosmos, he was dubbed the 
*Beckenbauer of Brazil. Normally, 
this would be a great honor for a 
player, but when the real 
Beckenbauer of West Germany 
plays in the same team, the tag is 
no longer an honor. 


Seeing it is Alberto who holds 
the libaro position ahead of 
Beckenbauer, it would perhaps be 


appropriate if the latter was

Shep Messing, the former

“He's got a sixth sense when it 
comes to spotting danger. When 
he played in front of me, 50% of 
the balls that would normally get 
through to me were cut off by 
Alberto. He allowed me to protect

In my opinion, he 
deserved it.” 


However, because of the way 
he goes about his task with little 
fuss, Alberto didn’t get the 
recognition he deserved.

The New York Generals 
were the first NASL fran- 
chise in New York, but had 
a brief and unprofitable 
existance before folding in 
1968, heavily in debt. 


The experience of watching 
the Generals struggle to draw 
decent crowds convinced 
many that soccer wouldn't 
make it In New York. For two 
years after the Generals 
collapse, New York didn't 
have a franchise of the NASL. 

There weren't any signs to 
suggest that New York would 
become a soccer city. How- 
ever, in 1970, Warner Com- 
munications Incorporated ac- 
quired the New York franchise 
of the NASL. 

It was rumoured at the time 
that the franchise cost Warner 
a mere $15,000, and that the 
giant organisation would be 
using the soccer franchise as a 
tax write-off. 

Many predicted that the 
new club, the Cosmoa, would 
have a similar fate to that of 
the Generals. However, In the 
Spring of 1971, the Cosmos 
took its first tender steps for- 
ward. 

President of the club was 
Nesuhi Ertegun, with his 
brother Ahmet and Rafael de 
la Sierra as vice-presidents. All 
three were near the top of the 
Warner Communications tres. 

Gordon Bradley was the 
first coach, and Clive Toye the 
first general manager. Leading 
players were Randy Horton, 
voted Rookie of the Year In 
1971, Barry Mahy and Johnny 
Kerr. 

The initial season saw the 
Cosmos playing its home 
games at Yankee Stadium, but 
the crowds were poor. 

This prompted a move to 
the Hofstra University field. 
The field was 30 minutes from 
New York City, and this didn’t 
encourage masses of support. 
Again the Cosmos survived 
with miminal crowd attend- 
ances. 

However, on the field, 
Cosmos was booming. Hor- 
ton, voted the Most Valuable 
Player of the NASL in 1972, 
again was the trump card. 

Assisting him were Everald 
Cummings, Willie Mfum, play- 
er/coach Bradley and a bright, 
young prospect, American- 
born Werner Roth. 

Cosmos defaated Dallas in a 
play-off, and then took the 
NASL crown by defeating St. 
Louis Stars in front of a small 
crowd at Hofstra field, 

The Cosmos stayed at Hof- 
stra field in 1973, but there 
was no improvment. Tho 
people of New York weren't 
interested in soccer, and we- 
ren‘t prepared to drive 30 
minutes to support tha 
Cosmos. The media ignored 
Cosmos, too. 

lf ever the Cosmos were 
going to fold, as the sceptics 
predicted, it was in 1974. 

The Cosmos moved to 
Downing Stadium which was 
a crumbling, ancient facility 
built in 1930s tt was hard to 
get to, even though just on the 
edge of the city, and was very 
uncomfortable. 

The attendances were vary 
poor. What's more, the team 
suffered and crashed to have 
its worst season in the NASL. 

The Cosmos won only four 
games and tftost 14. The 
Cosmos was in a sick and 
sorry state, facing a bleak 
future. The Warner team knew 
that something must be dona. 
Either the team would bo built 
up, or it would fold up. 

The brainstrust showed it 
meant business. It was fig- 
ured, that to attract people to 
soccer, the world’s biggest at- 
traction was needed. The 
name Peie was instantly 
brought out. 

The biggest obstacle was 
that Pele was in retiroment. 
Could he be lured to New York 
to play with a team that was 
struggling? The challenge of 
making soccer, the game he 
loved, into America’s No. 1 
sport was enough to inspire 
Pele. 

The results were smazing. 
His first home game with the 
Cosmos drew 18,000 people, 
and in the next faw weeks 
crowds of 58,000 (in Seattle), 
42,000 {in Tampa Bay) and 
52,000 {in Minneapolis) saw 
the magic one. 

Pele was the ingredient the 
NASL needed. Not only was 
he the best soccer player in 
the world, he had wordly ap- 
peal.

The Duth national team of the 1974-78 era 
would have to be the best team not to win a 
World Cup. 

No other country has lost successive World Cup 
finals, as the hapless Dutch did in 1974 and ‘78. 


A World Cup would have been just reward, as the Dutchman played, 
some magnificent soccer during the two World Cup tournaments they 
lost, and gave the world some of the best players seen. 

Johan Cruyff was the master of the 1974 team, but he retired after 
the failure in West Germany. John Neeskens then took over as the 
ganaral of the team for the ‘78 bid, but again the Dutch failed. 

More the pity for Holland that in both World Cup finals, it was faced 
by the host nation. Playing the most important soccer game on the home 
ground of the opponents is one mighty big barrier to overcome. 

Still, the Dutch will be remembered for pioneering a new brand of 
football. The wave started in the early ‘70s when Dutch club Ajax 
Amsterdam, under the astute coaching of Rinus Michels, dominated 
European soccer and won the European Champions’ Cup several years in 
succession. 

The new brand of football was named ‘total football’. This was 
because all positions are flexible, giving the team 11 attackers and 11 
defenders, with perhaps the centre back being the only player tied to a 
rigid plan. 

Cruyff and Neeskens were the driving forces of the Ajax team. It was 
typical that when Cruyff, Neeskens and Michaels combined in the 
national team in 1974, the style of play engineered by Ajax prevailed. 

Ernst Happel was coach of the unsuccessful Dutch team of 1978. 

The New York Cosmos has two players who were key figures in the 
great Dutch teams of 1974-78. Neeskens joined the NASL club from 
Barcelona, and Wim Rijsbergen, the tight-marking defender, jined from 
Bastia of France. 

Neeseksn, the ace midfielder, has spent several seasons in Spain, and 
followed his Barcelona team mate Cruyff to the NASL. 

Rijisbergen was known as one of the best markers in the game. He 
has marked the best in the world — Krankl, Keegan, Mueller and even 
Cruyff. 

Neeskens has 46 caps for Holland, and Rijsbergen 30. Both are still in 
their 20s, and good enough to play top soccer anywhere in the world. 

Rijisbergen started his career with Dutch Second Division team Pec 
Zwollen, and later transferred to Feynoord, which won many European 
and Dutch domestic honors during his stay. 

Neeskens won European Cup and World Cup championship winners’ 
medals with Ajax before transferring to Barcelona, There he won a 
European Cup Winners’ Cup medal.

‘Hamstring injury 
plagues Tueart 


A recurring hamstring muscle injury has 
plagued Dennis Tueart during his two-year 
career with the New York Cosmos. 


Tueart, the English international forward, missed 10 games 
with a pulled hamstring in 1878, and has been sidelined from time 
to time with minor strains. 


Tueart suffered a shoulder injury early In his career with 
Cosmos. However, Tueart was born and bred in the tough north- 
ern England city of Sunderland, and will shake off these setbacks. 


He received plenty off knocks during his 333-game career In 
English professional soccer with Sunderland and Manchester 


City. 


At the age of 17 he turned ‘pro’ with Sunderland, and earned 
fame when Sunderland made the FA Cup final in 1873. Sunder- 
land, then in the Second Division, was faced by mighty Leeds Utd. 


Sunderland caused a great shock by winning 1-9, and the per- 
formances of Tueart had not gone unnoticed. Manchester City 
bought him for a record $A450,000. 


After helping Sunderland capture to FA Cup at Wembley Sta- 
dium, Tueart returned there for the 1976 League Cup final against 
Newcastle Utd. 


A spectacular bycycle kick by Tueart brought the winning goal 
for chy, and the quick striker with the powerful shot was a his 


way to full England honors. 





During his career in league 
football, he scored 108 goals.

Whereas Pele was rightfully loved by 
ail, Chinaglia Is the millionaire who has 
a3 many admirers as he does enemies. 
He's moody but supremely confident 
ond above all, he’s the boss- 


A recant incident at the Cosmos’ 
Giants Stadium showed that no one got 
away with making jibes about Ginag- 
lia's reputation. Giorgio, The Enforcer, 
makes sure of that. 


At a training session, Chinagiie was 
Involved in some shooting practice. He 
was distracted by some bellowing 
abuse fram an Italian-spoaking main- 
tenance worker at the stadum. 


Chinaglia orderod the worker to shut 
up. Being an Italien himesolf, he had 
understood the full meaning of the out- 
burst 


Later, when a shot ballooned over 
the ber and Into the stands, three 
workers Jeered. Chinaglla stared coldly 
at the threa offenders, giving a fins! 
warming. Unfortunately for the workers, 
they didn't haed that warming. 


So Chinaglia stormed into the stands 
and started a shoving match with his 
tormentor. The confrontation tumed 
into an all-in brawl, with the three 
workers battling against some irate 
Cosmos players. 


The result three injured workers 
in hospital. One had been pushed 
down a flight of stnira by the 
Chinaglia ‘‘gang’’. 


The only Cosmos player to suffer an 
Injury was Antonio Carbogani who had 
a black eye. 


Chinaglila’s ego was intact after the 
incident but workers havo threathened 
lawsuits. 


Whanever Chinaglia’s standing as a 
superstar is threatened, he tekes action. 
The man demonstrated his great desire 
to remain a champion when Mike 
Flanagan, now with Crystal Palace, had 
the gall to challenge Chinaglia as the 
NASL's top goalscorer. 


It wasn't $0 much Flanagan's rivairy 
that bugged Chinaglia. It was the fact 
that Flanagan from struggling English 
Second Division club Chariton, was a 
nobody at the time. 


Chinaglia hates being chaltonged 
by a nobody as much as he hates 
English soccer. *’All thay know how 
to do in England ts cross the bloody 
bell," summed up pretty woll his 
feelings about English soccer. 


Chinaglia had been top goalscorer in 
the NASL since he joinad the Cosmos 
from italian club Lazio In 1976, He 
scored 19 in 19 gamesin 1976, follow- 
ed it up with 24 in the 30 games tho 
next year and was leading tho fleld 
comfortably in 1978 


Then Flanagan joined the New Eng- 
dand Tea Men. He started scoring at an 
impressive rate.

At first Chinagila treated Flanagan as 
though he didn't exist. “It's of no im- 
portance to Chinaglia,” he would say 
when told of Flanagan's scoring feats. 


That slowly changed. By mid-May, 
Flanagan had scored 12 goals in nine 
games to be one ahead of Chinaglia In 
the scoring stakes. 


“He's on a lucky streak, “sniffed 
Chinaglia. How could a Second Division 
loan player challenge the supremacy of 
the millionaire star? Flanagan had to be 
8 fluke. 


Without saylng go, Chinaglia was 
worried. He started playing with greater 
determination, as though his life do- 
pended on scoring goals. 
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He played with Injuries to stay in the 
race and became even more demanding 
on his team mates to supply him with 
the chances he needed to stay with 
Flanagan. 


He was once overhoard saying: 
‘You guys let mo down the other 
night. | need some opportunities. 
New England is playing everything 
to Flanagan and you guys give me 
nothing.”* 


By the start of July, Chinaglia was 
back in business. He had scored 23 
goals, four mare than Flanagan. 


The big showdown came at Foxboro, 
the base of the New England Tea Men. 
The Cosmos were chasing the 
championship but the battle between 


Chinaglia and Flanagen was the attrac- 
tion. 


Flanagan was the victor. He 
scored the goal which gave the 
Now England team a 1-0 win. The 
following week Flanagan scored an 
amazing five goals against Califor- 
nia to take the load in the NASL 
goalscoring table. 


Flanagan and Chinaglla ran neck and 
neck until the Cosmos and the Tss- 
Men mat again, this time at the Giants 
Stadium. 


The Cosmos were defending a long 
unbeaten homa run. About 62.000 fans 
pack the stadium. Flanagan runs out 
onte the Astroturf to the boos of the 
fans, 


“Chinaglia is soon out In the arena 
and the boos are even louder. After two 
seasons as the goals king, ha’s still not 
saccpeted. His style Is such that he's 
loved or hated, 


It's a moment of crisis for Chinagila. 
The spotlight Is on him. Flanagan is 
eaming $17,000 a year, is in the NASL 
as a summer holiday lark and Is still 
trying to gat used to all the publicity 
he's receiving, 


Chinaglia earns 15 times as much as 
Fisnagan, is not only a top player In the 
NASL but has money invested In the 
futura of American soccer and Is possi- 
bly the most talked-about man in the 
league. 


Within two minutes of the kick 
off, Chinaglla in dealt a body blow. 
Flanagen intorcepts 5 poor pass in 
the Cosmos dafance and rounds 
goalkeeper Erol Yasin to score, 


The Tea Men dominate the game snc 
Chinaglia Is forced to drop back and 
forage In midfield in order to get the ball 
near the New England goal. 


Then there is the embarrassmont 
of being robbed of the ball by Flana- 
gan, who apears from nowhers, 
whips the ball from Chinagila and 
speeds off into attack. 


Chinaglia finally gets the ball into the 
net in the 88th minute. It's a panalty 
kick, but does little for Chinaglia or 
Cosmos. New England wins 3-1. 


Afterwards, Chinagiia is sullen. “If | 
had the service Flanagan gets from his 
team mates, I'd have 50 goals by now.” 
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Asit stands, Chinaglia trails Flanagan 
by two goals. However, he fights back 
and draws level on 29 goals. 


Fate smiles on Chinaglia in the 
fast games of the season. Flanagan, 
after playing non-stop In England 
and America for a yoor, breake 
down. The hamstring goes in his 
tight feg, and he’s forced to miss 
the last two games. 


Chinaglia selzes the opportunty and 
wins the NASL top goalscorer crown 
with 34 goals to Flanagan's 30. 


But to Chinaglio, the victory becomes 
artificial when the NASL players vote 
Flanagan the Most Valuable Player. The 
MVP awerd carries great prestige. 
Chinagiia ts hurt. 


He responds with the following ac- 
cusation: “Even if | scored 100 goals in 
a season, | wouldn't be voted MVP." 


Chinaglia figures that sesing the 
majority of players In the NASL ere 
English or Scottish, he has little chance. 
This annoys him, and he's resentful of 
the large number of British players in 
the NASL 


" Still, Chinaglia is No. 1. He survived 
the biggest challenge he's had to face in 
America yet. 


But the hatred still exists. Many of 
the coaches and players In the league 
play down Chinagiia. 


"When you think of the Cosmos, you 
think of Beckenbauer and Carlos Alber- 
to;” said Al Miller, the coach of Dallas 
Tomado. “Many players think that if 
Chinaglia didn’t have these players to 
feed him, he'd stuggle to score 15 goals 
a8 season” 


But the record is there. Chinagiis 
played in the 1974 World Cup finals In 
Italy, and led Lazio to the Itallan First 
Division titia in Italy in 1974, 


Explaining the hatred of him, 
Chinaglia doesn't dodge anything. 


“Im only human, and so the booing 
gats mo upset,” he said, ‘I'm Chinagila, 
and known all over the world, but in the 
NASL 1 don't get the recognition | de- 
sore. 


“The NASL jis against me, and 
even the fans in the Giants Stadium 
are against me. | guess it storted 
when the Itallans hore hated me be- 
cause | left Lazio. Then the South 
Americans hated me because I said 
a few of Cosmos’ South American 
playors wore lazy. 


"The Germans hated me because | 
sald we should buy young American 
players Instead of Beckenbauer. They're 
ali a bunch of ethnic idiots.”

Cirkovic said he would have 
preferred signing players like 
Tony Henderson and Eddie 
Krncevic who later went to 
Marconi, but his committee 
felt Henderson in particular 
was too expensive. 

Cirkovic himself brought 
two overseas players to the 
club — Zdravko Lujic and An- 
drija Ristic. He also had Sre- 
danovic, a striker, lined up, 
but that deal fell through. 

“I had only one argument 
with the J.U.S.T. president, 
Tony Kovac, during the many 
years I was with the club,” 
Cirkovic said. “That was in 
the second year of the PSL 
when he decided to take Bobby 
McGuinness on loan from Hel- 
las. I felt he should have asked 
me first, because we already 
had enough small forwards — 
John Nicolaides, Dragan 
Vasic, Joe Palinkas and 
Mendo Ristovski. We needed a 
big striker like Cole. It was the 
only time in my soccer career 
that I had pressure from out- 
side to put a particular player 
intheteam.” . 

Cirkovic said he decided to 
leave J.U.S.T. mid-way 
through the year because he 
felt it was impossible, with the

‘We had seven points after 
seven rounds but the club. had 
bought so many players that 
the committee and the suppor- 
ters demanded much more.) 

“And so I decided to give 
someone else a chance to try 
the impossible. As it turned 
out, in the remaining 19 
rounds, the team got only an- 
other 13 points, including one 
bonus point.” ; 

Cirkovic said that all Philips 
League clubs made a big mis- 
take in bringing players from 
overseas, 

‘Instead of spending all that 
money on imports, the clubs 
should spend it on good 
coaches to train youngsters, 
and on providing good training 
pitches, and equipment. For 
example, every boy should 
have his own ball at training, 
but how many clubs have 
enough balls to go around?” 

Ristovski, Joe Picioane, 
Zoran Ilioski and Jimmy Mili- 
savljevic are the local players 
who emerged as top names 
while Cirkovic was coach of

He arrived at the 
age of 31 and played for 
J.U.S.T. from 1965 to the 
middle of 1971. 

When J.U.S.T‘s coach Lou 
Brocici resigned in 1968, 
Cirkovic was playing coach for 
a while and he had another 
stint as coach in 1970. 

He joined Heidelberg Alex- 
ander when the team was at 
the bottom of the State League 
ladder in 1971 and, as player 
coach, lifted Alexander up the 


ladder. He had help from 
former J.U.S.T. players Vero 
Mladenovic and Milos Adamo- 
vic. 

After leaving J.U.S.T. this 
year, he was out of soccer for 
a short time until accepting an 
offer to help Melbourne which 
was floundering near the 
bottom of the First Division. 
He had charge of the team for 
six matches, of which Mel- 
bourne won two and drew two. 

Then his mother became se- 
riously ill in Yugoslavia and he 
left immediately to see her. 
She died while he was there. 

During his absence, Mel- 
bourne drew l-l with 
Collingwood City, which was 
not enough to avoid relegation. 

“I feel sorry for the hard- 
working officials of the club 
but I think that if they keep the 
players, they can get pro- 
moted back to the First Divi- 
sion next season,” he sald. 

Ironically, in the last game 
against Collingwood, Mel- 
bourne was confronted by one 
of Cirkovic’s former J.U.S,T. 
players, John Nicolaides. 


“If a club appointed me 
coach and told me I could sign 
any three local players, I 
would take Nicolaides, Cole 
and Krncevic,"’ Cirkovic said.
